Mail your bids early as there is little time left 
before the sale. First bids received also have 
the preference in case of a tie. At each sale, 
some bids are too late, and the bidder therefore 
disappointed. 

At every sale several collectors express 
their regrets that they did not bid higher on 
some items. If you want a coin, you should 
make your bid high enough, and I will always 
buy as much below your bid as possible. All 
bids are faithfully and honestly executed as ad- 
vantageously for the bidder as possible.
